For Canada’s benefit in particular, 
the premier proposed a drastic step 
in, British tariff policies when 
urged that Britain place a ‘duty of 
five cents per bushel on foreign wheat. 
“My suggestion is that our wheat 
production should have sympathetic 
consideration from Great Britain,” he 
said. “I think Great Britain should 
be prepared to put a five cent duty 
on every bushel of foreign produced 
wheat.” 

To those who would be of the opin- 
ion that British workmen would reliel 
at such a duty, Mr. Ferguson pointed 
out that the duty would cost the aver- 
age workman on his annual six bushel 
consumption 30 cents for the privilege 
of buying Canadian wheat.

Travelling Health Clinics Prepare for 

Season 

Itineraries for the two travelling 
health clinics to be sent out this sum- 
mer. by the provincial Department of 
Health are now being drawn up. It is 
expected to begin the season’s work 
at High Prairie on or about May .8, 
with other points in the near-north and 
Peace River district following. 
80 centres all over the province are 
on the list for clinics this year, which 
is approximately double the number 
covered last year. 

The clinics will function this sum- 
mer on the same basis as last year. 
Diagnostic and educational work will 
be stressed, and operations will be per- 
formed among the children, cases re- 
quiring prolonged or follow-up treat- 
ment being referred to the local phy- 
sicians. Each party will comprise a 
surgeon, dentist and three nurses.

SAYS CANADIAN HEN MIGHT 
WELL SUPPLANT BEAVER AS 
CANADA'S NATIONAL EMBLEM 


Saskatoon, April 10.—That the Cana- 
dian; hen might well supplant the 
beaver as the national emblem of 
Canada, as a recognition of the pub- 
licity which she has given to the 
Dominion at successive world’s poul- 
try congresses, and as an acknowledg- 
ment of her contribution to the nation- 
al and family wealth was the claim ad- 
vanced before the Prince Albert, Sask- 
atchewan, Rotary Club, by Rotarian 
Fred C. Elford, of the Ottawa Rotary 
Club, manager of the World's Poultry 
Congress at Ottawa, last year, and 
president of the congress to be held in 
London, in 1930. 

The Canadian hen at the 1924 
World’s Congress held in Barcelona, 
Spain, established such a reputation 
for health—not a single bird from the 
Dominion having been reported: sick, 
while others were dying off daily 
under the trying conditions—that 43 
nations of the world were seeking the 
northern bred strains from Canada, he 
said.

THE ONLY SALVATION 


The people of Canada can hardly 
realize how fast fire and axe have 
eaten into Canada’s forest resources 
during the present generation. For- 
estry experts state that of what was a 


~ primeval forest no farther back than 


1810, practically untouched by the axe, 
little more than one-quarter now re- 
mains.

A great area of forest land still 
remains to the north of the populated 
parts of most of the provinces, but this 
forest consists largely of sprucé and 
woods required for the , great 
pulp and paper industry.

ATLANTIC FLIERS LOSE 
WAY IN HEAVY FOG 


New York, April 14.—Having made 
the first non-stop airplane flight across 
the North Atlantic from east to west, 
the crew of the German Junkers mono- 
plane Bremen was safe today on lone- 
ly ice-bound Greenley Island, Quebec, 
in the Straits of Belle Isle, off Lab- 
rador, 

Any ill-luck there may have been 
in the quest of fame at the risk of 
death on Friday, the 13th, was offset 
by a four-clover, a shamrock carried 
in the plane. 


After fighting storm, head winds 


plane came down some 1,077 miles 
short of its destination, Mitchell Field, 
and far off its course at noon yester- 
day. It had covered some 2,125 miles 
in 34 hoursyand 32 minutes, air line, 
and: presumably much more when de- 
viations from the course are consid- 
ered, 

The propellor was broken and the 
landing gear damaged. It was as- 
sumed that this occurred when the 
plane landed.

TUBERCULOSIS 
(Advice by a Red Cross Nurse) 

How and when do people take this 
disease? 

This disease is usually caught in 
childhood and lies inactive for a lone- 
er or shorter period until the condi- 
tion of the general health is favorable 
to its development, but it ¢an be 
acquired at any age, so it is usually 
dificult to say just when or under 
what circumstances a pérson becomes 
infected. It should be remembered 
that it is almost always a house or in- 
door infection, and that it is rarely 
caught outdoors where the sunlight 
which is the best disinfectant, quickly 
kills the germ. It is never caught 
after one exposure, as in other acute 
diseases such as scarlet fever, measles, 
etc., but gradually after repeated ex- 
posures. The great and real danger 
is from living with careless, dirty conr 
sumptives, and especially in dark, 
damp, dirty or ill ventilated houses, 
sleeping and living rooms, which have 
become infected with the germs by the 
careless habits of sick people. The 
germ is found in millions in the sput- 
um from very early in the disease, and 
it is through the sputum almost alone

Everyone, therefore, 
who spits or coughs should be just as 
careful about spitting as if he knew 
that he had tuberculosis. If those with 
germs in their sputum, spit on floors 
or sidewalks, the sputum will dry, be 
ground under foot, be blown around 
as dust, and inhaled by other people 
and may finally come to rest in the 
lungs. '

CATTLE MAY BE IMPORTED 

NOW FOR FINISHING 


Ottawa, April 14.—Cattle may now 
be imported into ‘Canada temporarily 
for the purpose of feeding or pastur- 
age in bond, provided certain regula- 
tions are complied with bythe im- 
porter. These regulations, covered by 
Order-in-Council, have been made as 
the result of applications for permis- 
sion to bring cattle into Canada for]. 
feeding and pasturage conditional 
upon their being again exported. The 
time allowed for cattle to-remain for 
such purposes is one year: 

The usual quarantine regulations 
will apply to all shipments. 

The regulations provide that farms, 
yards, sheds or other buildings used 
for such imported cattle, will be ac- 
cepted by the Department of National 
Revenue as warehouses. Cattle enter- 
ed for such warehousing will be ad- 
mitted duty free, providing_a small 
privilege fee is paid, and the propri- 
etor give whatever bond may be re- 
quired up to $5000. 

It is interesting to note that similar 
orders are on the statute books of 
Canada covering horses and sheep.

Changes .Are 
Pointed Out 


Our readorg are ina reminded that tho 


“rotyrn should be filod by april 80th 


and that forma may bo had at tho post 
office. 

Evory yoar brings changes In ‘tho 
Ircome Tax Act with the rosult’ that 
comparatively few persons are certain 
what the exemptions are, or even what 
tho rate of tax fs. This year is no ox- 
coption to the rule as the government 
has docided to mako a furthor reduc: 
A year ago the act was amend- 
ed to allow all taxpayers to deduct 10 
per cent. from the amount of tax other- 
wise payable and this year a further 
10 per cent, is to bo allowed, That is 
to say, 20 per cent. or one fifth of the 


| tax calculated to be due according to 


the rate in force should be deducted 
in making payment. The exemption 
for a2 married person is $3000 and the 
exemption for an unmarried person {8 
$1500 Where however, a husband and 
wife each have separate incomes in 
excess of $1600, then the exemption 
wlowable to each is $1500 only.’ The 
exemption for dependent children un- 
der twenty-one years of age is $500. 


The rate of tax Is graded and fs as 
follows: 

Two per cent. on the first $2000 of 
net income or uny portion thereof, in 
excess of exemptions, 

Three per cent. on the next $1000 
or any portion thereof. 

Four per cent. on the next ve 000 or 
any portion thereof. 

Five per cent. on the next $1000 or 
any portion thereof. 

And so on increasing at the rate of 
one per cent on each additional $1000 
until $20,000 is reached. 


Jf, for example, a married person 
with one dependent child has an in- 
come of $5000, his tax is $24 made up 
as follows:

Care should be taken’. to: deduct !the 
20 :per cent...when .making,.payment. 
If this,is not-done it: will: take :some 
time for the taxpayer to: getia::refund 
of this amount as there are several 
thousands ofireturns ‘to deal: with each 
year and:'these have to be classified 
and filed and examined “before adjust- 
ments can be made. Further, all pay- 
mehts received are remitted..by. the 
district offices to Ottawa.. .and, ithere- 
fore, refunds can .only:.be vobtained 
through the Ottawa. office. 


. Returns: of *income-:require to be 
filed not: later::‘than ‘April: 30th. “"The 
amount due.‘has:to be calculated’ by 
the taxpayer and:remitted with ‘the ire 
turn. ‘Taxpayers ‘have: ‘the :option: of 
making payment of one-fourth:of the 
amount due when’ filing’‘returns’ and 
one-fourth every two months there- 
after, but interest is charged “when 
payment is made in this way, and for 
this and other reasons it is better to 
pay the full amount due when filing. .° 

A supply of forms for 1927-has just 
been issued to every post office, where 
these may be obtained by all persons 
requiring them. Posters containing 
information for the use of the public 
are also being put up in: every post 
office, The responsibility of obtaining 
forms, filling these in, calculating the 
amount of tax due and remitting this 
rests entirely with the taxpayer. 

Doubt frequently arises in the.minds 
of many as to whether they.jare re- 
quired to file returns. The act‘ pro- 
vides that all:persons liable to taxa- 
tion (that is those:whose income is in 
excess of ‘the exemption to which they 
are entitled) must file. But thevact 
also provides that any:person: whether 
or not he considers‘.himself: ‘liable to 
tax must file if: he is called:upon to 
do so. Taking advantage of: the lat- 
ter provision' the income tax‘ depart- 
ment is insisting upon almost: every 
porson in business filing returns, even 
after these are demanded; leaving the 
department no alternative but to pros- 
ecute them. 

Farmers usually make-up: their. re- 
turns on a simple cash‘basis. That is 
to say, they report as: their: gross in- 
come amounts actually received by 
them during the year for the sale of 
their produce and deduct the.operat- 
ing expenzes actually paid‘by’ ‘them. 
They are not required to report as 
income grain which Has been ‘raised 
and not sold during the year; such

Apart from returns of thei? own in- 
come employers are required to file 
separate returns showing salaries and 
wages paid to employees, where these 
exceed $1000 and where the employ- 
ees have been earning at a rate of 
$1500 or more per annum. Forms T4 
should be obtained for this purpose. 
Limited companies in addition to fil- 
{ng these returns are also required to 
file returns showing dividends paid. 
Forms T5 should be obtained for this 
purpose, These returns on forms T4 
and T5 require to be filed not later 
than March 81st. Returns showing 
income ‘of estates on forms T3, also 
require to be filed not later than 
March 81st. 

All corporations are required to file 
returns of income. The exemption is 
$2000 and the rate of tax is 3 per cent. 
The deduction of 20 per cent. does not 
apply to corporations.
